Ketagalan (Ketangalan, Tangalan) (Chinese: IfDH M t n; pinyin : 
Kaidagelan Yu) was a Formosan language spoken south of modern- 
day Taipei in northern Taiwan by the Ketagalan people. The 
language has become extinct.
